Tbe House committee oo the sann tut-jvOt
bad been invited to ba present, but noae of
tb.'-m atteedtd.
This was the tb'rd sitting of the Senate

committee. As a practical result of its
labors the committee has prepared eleven
bills to be BQumit'eii at tbe nrxt session of
(he Legislature, to be accompanied by an

«xpiunatory r»pt)rr. The most Important of
these, which it ;s ca'cu!a'< d will efface the
largest saving, and tbe one which riqulred
great i'gai acumen In its prepara'.ion to
avoid oone rutH-nal prohibitions, amend*
stCJione 4106 4107.. and 4108 of ibe Code la
relation to the jurisdiction of justices of the
peso?. It gives to mejii^trated and pjlice
justice* explosive jarlt-diction lu all com

moo-law misdemeanors, wita a >Ight in
certain casts to tbe iccucad to Lave a re¬

moval to tbe corporation coooiy oourt be¬
fore trial and allowing appeals Horn de-
clsioos rendered. This wili do sway with
ad indictments for misdemeanor?, ard will
relieve tbe trial courts of a great deal of
criminal busine&s Io tbe drawing of the
biil special care was taken to avoid the con¬
stitutional cbj«otlona rdveried in rheerses cf
Cail8n Wi son, decided recently la the
United State? Suprems Conrt and ex parle
Mark in which a decision was lately render¬
ed In tbe Court of Appeals of Virginia.
Tha second bill amends the code so &e to

rtqulre the Superintendent of the Peniten¬
tly to seed after convicts In tbe various
counties, Instead of the sherifli bringing
them in as at present.

It Is estimated tbat tbij will efihe: a sav¬

ing of 75 per cent. Tbatasisof tb's calcu¬
lation is information furtished by tbe East¬
ern and Western Lunatic Aeylums in re¬

sponse to the requests of tbe committee.
Tneae figures show that In 1884 '85 265 pa¬
tients were taken to ibe Western Asylum by
State offioere at a cost of $3,387 46, while in
18S9-'90 215 lunatics were sent for by the
asylum authorities and onveyed to tbe
asvlum for 11,091.10. In toe fiscal year
1880 '81 the conveyance of convicts cost the
State |3 597 and io 1888 '89 the expense was
$6 000.

Bill No. 3 amends section 4018 of ibe Code
in regard to tbe eummonlng of veniremen
in felony cases, but does not destroy the
discretion cf the court to have eammoned
more than two juries when deemed neoeeea

ry, but wheu such ia done tbe fact with the
judge's reason for so dolog must be enter¬
ed oo tbe reocrd sod a copy of tbe order
mast ba forwarded by the clerk io his an¬
nual report to the 8 a'e Auditor. Io 1880-
'81 jpries were paid over $28,000; la 1SS8 '89,
$70,980 wbs expended for the same purpose.
Tbe next bill gives to tbe accused iu all

criminal esses the right to waive u jury aod
be tried by the judge, who is to be author
iz?d to render ruch judgment as would be
embraced lu the verdict of a jury. The
committee, In framing this bill, gave care¬
ful consideration to tbe Mays case reported
In 82 Virginia, ia which the prisoner who
waived a jury at tbe time of trial was re¬
leased on a habeas carpus after he had been
seat to the penitentiary.
An amecdment to EecMon 3528 of the

Code is contained in the next bill. This al¬
lows the Commonwealth's attorney a fee of
ten dollars iu each felony case and five dol¬
lars for a misdemeanor, where tbe trial is
prosecuted to a verdict and a judgment for
the Commonwealth, to be charged only once
in each osse. Where a felony indictment
results in a conviction for misdemeanor only
five doliars is allowed.
Another bill amends tbe section of the

Code relating to fees of sheriffs and con
stables in arresticg and carrying orisaoets
to jail.

Section 3550 of the Code is ao emended in
the next bill as to provide that no fees shall
be allowed witnesses for the Commonwealth
for their attendance at police or magistrates'
courts.
Another bill proposes to amend seotion

S9S0 of tbe Code, making the pay and mile¬
age of grand jurors and witnesses before
grand juries payable out of tbe county and
corporation treasuries instead of from the
State treasury.

ted io its report, showing the methods lhat
obtain In other Scatce.
